2. ICELAND: BASES BLOCKED 

ICELANDIC LABOR UNIONS CONTINUED TO PICKET US FACILITIES 
FEBRUARY 26 AND SET UP BARRICADES BLOCKING ACCESS TO A 
TRANSMITTER SITE AND A RADAR INSTALLATION. THE UNIONS 
CLAIMED THE BARRICADES WERE A PROTEST AGAINST INCIDENTS AT 
SEA INVOLVING THE BRITISH AND WOULD REMAIN UNTIL BRITISH 
FRIGATES ARE REMOVED FROM ICELANDIC-CLAIMED WATERS. PRIME 
MINISTER HALLGRIMSSON TOLD CHARGE MARTIN FEBRUARY 25: 

-HE BELIEVES THE LABOR ACTION IS A "ONE SHOT AFFAIR" 

AND WILL SOON END. 

-HE THINKS THAT THE BARRICADES NEED NOT INJURE BASE 
OPERATIONS IF HANDLED CORRECTLY AND HOPES THE USG WILL 
REACT WITH "PATIENCE AND CALMNESS." 

CHARGE'S COMMENT: IT WAS CLEAR FROM OUR CONVERSATION THAT 
THE GOI WILL DO NOTHING TO REMOVE THE PICKETS OR THE BARRI- 
CADES. HALLGRIMSSON OBVIOUSLY HOPES THAT RESOLUTION OF AN
